CiiiCAOo, AuR. 24.— A fire which, in tho 
extent of territory covered, is the largest 
known in thia city for many years, begun 
ill that portion known as South ("liiciigo 
about five o'clock this afternoon, and before 
brought under control bad destroyed over 
ttvo hundred buildings, mostly frame 
residence struoturoa occupied by 
workingmen, and rendered many 
hundreds of people bomulcHe. With- 
two hours ufter the (ire Btartod it 
had consumed ul leant five blocks of tho 
great industrial portion of tho city. Ijufore 
tlio few engines in tho district could iimke 
the slightest iinpresaion upon the lUinca 
tliey Ijoundod eastward, between 90th and 
1st eireeta, in the direetion of tho 
like. House after house went down, 
and Boon tho first Methodist ohurch 
and tho German Lutheran sncoumbed. 
itlardly had these structures gone than tire 
was seen to be blazing in a dozon pluc n 
further east, brands being carried long dis- 
tances by a furious wind. The Assistant 
Marshall in charge of that district, seeing 
that the utmost efforts of the department 
were necessary If the greater part of tho 
town was to be saved, notiued Chief 
Marshall Swcenie of tho condition 
of ulTairs, and twenty fire enginea 
were started down from the main portion of 
the city BO aoon aa possible. The largest 
fire boat, tho Yoseniite, was t,lt;o hurriedly 
started out on a thirteen iiiilo trip to tho 
burning section. Before it reached the 
harbor at South Chicago, tho ilro 
had eaten awuy five blocks between tho 
avenue and tlio lake. Between the river 
and tho district in which the flames origin- 
ated, extend imnienso lumber yards and 
lumber docka along the Calumet and tho 
harbor. Ikands carried to tho build- 
ing at tho corner of Buiralo avenue 
and (list atieet, one square further 
west, soon started a bla/.i which 
spread north and south on Bulfalo 
avenue, while the original tiro raged along 
Dlst and Superior avenue, soon becoming a 
perfect tornado of flame. Ono dwelling 
after another went with incredible rapidity. 
Before the do/.ona of enginea had made much 
headway, the immenso docka of tho Sunday 
CreekCoolCo. \\ ere burning. Over a hundred 
thousand tons of coal wore stored in those 
bins, and tho Are- boat Yoaemite brought to 
bear all ita powerful streams in tho en- 
deavor to head off tho flamca. A few min- 
utes later R. Bock's lumber yards wore seen 
to bo burning, and now the real great battle 
of tho firemen with tho flames began. Im- 
mense damage was dono before tho flames 
were quollod, and tho loss will be enormous.

PLEAD FOE COMMDTATION. 

A iioimtatlon Ask CIcmeney for a Boy Mur- 
derer. 

LoMioN, Aug. 24 — A large and Influen- 
tial delegation waited upon Home Secretary 
Aaquilh to-duy to plead for the commuta- 
tion of the sontonoe of death recently passed 
by .lustice Bruce, at Leeds, upon Frederick 
Cook, a fourteen-year-old boy convicted of 
tho wilful murder of his brother Arthur. 
According to tho evidence in the case tho 
children had a trifling rjuarrcl at their homo 
during the absence of their parents. 
Nothing waa known concerning the tragedy, 
however, until tho brother appeared at tho 
(lolici; station and in infantile tones address- 
ed the sergeant in charco in theao words : 
'• 1 want to give myself up. I have killed 
my little brother. I struck him on tho head 
with a chopper and killed him. I did it on 
purpose and I want to make away with my- 
self." When tho police went to tho house 
they found tho victim, who was only ten 
years old, lying on the floor with a terrible 
wound on his head, tho sharp edge of the 
hatchet, which was lying eloso by, having 
penetrated tho brain. Tho ago of the 
murderer waa tho only thing urged in his 
behalf by tho doputiition, nnd tliu Home 
Secretary reserved his decision.

Ho re- 
fused to move, and the sheriff and tho 
deputy each took him by a hand and led 
him out.

that the Cliineae Government have sent an 
ultimatum to the United States Govern- 
ment with regard to tho Chinese Exclusion 
Act are pronounced at the State department 
to be without foundation. It is regarded as 
particularly incredible that such a message 
should bo sent by the mouth of a United 
States consid and via Cleveland, Ohio. The 
Chinese Government has mado representa- 
tions to the State department through tho 
jiroiier diplomatic channels na to what it 
considers should bo done in tho matter of 
tlio excluaion law, but no disposition to 
retaliate haa been shown.

action by Cliina will be held in abeyance 
until Congreas has had a chance to take up 
the matter for consideraliou.

San Fbahoisoo, Aug. 24.— Ground was 
broken to-day la Golden Gate park for the 

California mid-winter international exposi- 
tion with appropriate exercises and in tho 
presence of over r>0,000 people, who had 
gathered to witness tliis important event in 
tho hitftory of San Francisco. The morning 
opened oheorlessly, a heavy fog overhanging 
the city. In a few hours, however, 
this disappeared with tho coming out of 
the aun, and thereafter tho d-iy waa per- 
fect. Moat of the business linusea in the 
city closed this afternoon for the day, and 
after that lime the destination of everybody 
eeemed to be tho park. There was an 
enormous trallic on all the car lines, and 
vehicles of every dcseription curried their 
(|Uota of people. Shortly before two o'clock 
tho militiry and civic organizitions, which 
formed at the Baker street entrance to tho 
park, were given the order to march by 
General .John Dickinson. Tho route tra- 
versed by tho procession waa along the 
main drive of the park to a point just oppo- 
site to where ground was to be broken, and 
then turning, the column, excepting bands 
and artilltry, swung to tho left, 
and thence up to a poaition in 
rear of the spoikers' stand, where 
it halted during tho ceremonies. 
In the meantime tho artillery had been 
assigned to its position for firing salutes, 
and the binds had reported fur further duty 
in the grand stand, i'ho procession was led 
by a platoon of police followed by, Battery 
" D," 5th United States artillery, and 
Grand A.rmy veterans. In the seoond divi- 
sion were tlie naval reserve and carriages 
containing the executive committee of tho 
Midwinter Fair ofEcials, speakers of the 
day and invited guests. Conspicuous among 
those occupyuig the carriages were the fol- 
lowing distiognished gentlemen, together 
with representatives of various foreign 
countries : Brigadier-General Thomas B. 
Ruger and staff. General J. S. Clarkson, tho 
Chinese Ambassador, Yang Yu, Hawaiian 
Minister L A. Thurston. The third, fourth 
and fifth divisions were composed of 
various foreign and military organizations. 
When the oQioers, speakers, and invited 
guests had taken their seats on the grand 
stand. Rev. John Hemphill rose before the 
assemblage and offorod up a prayer. Then 
followed a brief address by General R, P. 
Hammond, president of tho day. Ho paid 
a glowing tribute to tho state and the work 
the commissioners had performed. Follow- 
ing General Hammond, M. H. De Young, 
president ol the executive comniitteo, and 
other prominent men made the addresses. 
After tho reading of a poem dedicated to 
the exposition by Native Daughters of tho 
Golden West, by Mrs. Charles Freeman 
Jackson, and a speech by Hon. Irving M. 
Scott, a blessing upon tho exposition and 
those who were there assembled was then 
offered and the important event of the 
afternoon followed. 

Director-General De Young with his silver 
spado in hand performed the onerous duty. 
Simultaneously with the turning of the first 
sod the batteries in tho distance at a given 
signal fired a salute of seventeen guns, 
tho sound of which was enhanced by 
strains of tho notional anthem " America, 
given by a chorus of one thousand voices, 
acobropapied by combined mititairy l>ands. 
At the same time the laboring men, who 
had been waiting patiently for their signal, 
turned their immements into the soil, and 
the great work had begun. 



CAPITAL NOTES. 



To Visit British Columbia-Chartered Bank 
Circulation— Sale of City Bonds. 

(ITrom our own OorresDondenb.) 

Ottawa, Aug. 24. — Mr. Ives, president of 

tho Council, ond Mr. Fred. \Yhite, comp- 
troller of the Northwest Mounted police, 
will visit the Northwest and British Colum- 
bia shortly. 

Tho circulation of tho chartered banks in 
tho Dominion amounted to nenrly f41,000,- 
000 in July, which is more than $ I , .'100,000 
more than in any July since confederation.

NEGRO CONFERENCE. 

Colored Democrats Will Discuss United Polit- 
ical Action at 'Wiishlngton. 

Washinoton, Aug. 24.— A number of 
representative colored men from difiiBreali 
parts of the country are in the city for the 
purpose of attending a convention called by 
James A. Ross, vice-president of tho Asso- 
ciation of Negro Democratic chibs, to dis- 
cuss the (|Ucstion of united polilieal action. 

The Call says, among other things; " Tho 
Negro democracy of our country, having 
reached such a position in tho t)ody politic 
of tho country as to dcniaiul rcspact, it is 
deemed wiso and expedient that a 
conference bo called for the pur- 
pose of formulating plans for future 
success and development, Tho coming fall 
elections demand a hearty oo-operatlon 
among all ranks in our party, in order to 
bring it to success and confidence. Also is 
it necessary to combine and unite tho forces 
among us, and thereby work in unison." 

Tho convention is scheduled to continue 
for three days, but owing to tho financial 
striugency, the attendance promises to be 
much moro limited than had been expected.

Sims WAP. 

SiitiHWAi', Aug. 2'_'.— The large quantities 
of fruit, hay and vegotables, shipped annu- 
ally from this place prove tho fruit fulneaa 
of tho rauchea in tho neigliborhood. One 
rancher, A. MeBryan, last year shipped 
thirty-four full cur loids, and in addition a 
cODBidoruble quantity went out iu anuill lota 
as way freight. This year's crop of apples 
and small fruits is good, but there are not 
as many plums and cherries as usual, tho 
deficiency being attributed to the severity 
of last winter. The yield of hay is a little 
nnder that of last year, but vegetables are 
a large crop and of good quality. They in- 
olnde oarcDto, cabbages, beets, turnips, 
onions, and more especially potatoes, which 
are raised in great abundance. The defi- 
ciency in the latter reported at the Coast 
can doubtlcaa bo supplied'irom the interior. 
Tho ranches of G. B. Martin, M.P.P., T. 
W. Graham, U m. Chase, James Ross, M. 
Sullivan and A. McBryan are in this part of 
tho South Thompson valley. 

Mr. Sullivan haa recently returned from 
a trip to the Atlantic coaat, near Capo Cod, 
Masa., which he left thirty yeara ago. He 
found but one person there whom he had 
formerly known. He speaks very enlhu- 
aiaatically of hia visit to tho World's Fair, 
and aaya the atories of extortion that have 
been so widely circulated are untrue. 

WEAVER ON HABD TIMES. 

Too Unch British Capital Invested in the 
States is the Tronhle. 

MoosT Gretna, Pa., Aug. 24. — The 
largest crowd since the opening of the na- 
tional encanipnient of tho Farmers' Alli- 
ance assembled yesterday. In tho main 
auditorium William Benniogcr advocated 
the free coinage of silver, in the Pennayl- 
vania Dutch language. He was followed 
by J. M. Thompson, late lecturer of tho 
Pennsylvania Farmers' Alliance. When 
Gen. Weaver, of Iowa, arose to deliver his 
address this afternoon there were probably 
20,000 people on the grounds. He said the 
situation of to-day was caused by the elec- 
tion of a Democratic administration, for 
that administration wua atill enforcing 
Republican laws and interpretiog the laws 
tho same as did Harrison. Suoli a curse 
could not be brcughr, upon the country by 
a mere change of adnnnistration, nor is it 
tho result of the Sherman law. Laws 
have been violated. Tho Republican 
secretary of tho treasury and the 
Democratic soorotary of the treasury did 
not comply with tho law. They paid out 
gold and the secretary of the treasury has 
aided foreign conspirators when ho had it 
in hia hands to prevent thia panic. Tliia is 
the real cauae of these hard times. At tho 
close of the war tho people were compara- 
tively free from deljt. I'liere was more 
proapority tlien among tho farmers in tlio 
North, in spite of the loss of thoao :iear and 
dear to tlieni, than ever haa been since. 'I'he 
reason of thia prosperity and good feeling 
was beoauao there waa un immonao volume 
of paper currency in circulation. The fin- 
ancial eystom whioli contracted I he currency 
ia responsible for tlio Insa of thousaiida of 
iionioa, innumerable auicidea and corruption 
of the morale of the people. Aa a result of 
that crinio perpetrated on our people from 
1866 to IST.'i Britiali capital has come in and 
got control of factories, railroads and li- 
nances. Scarcity of money is what is tho 
matter. When the farmers come into 
power, and they are going into power, they 
will give more money. Farmers will malto 
a doUar that will stay at home. They don't 
want money that will go abroad; that is 
what is the matter with gold. 

THE HOP OUTLOOK. 

Tho following oBtimute of tho hop nuirket 
is Ljiven in a circubvr juat ieaued by E. 
Meeker & Co., of I'uyallup : 

" Notwitliatanding tho unprecedented 
drouth in ICngland, and tho early aevero 
attack of vermin, cables estimate the crop 
at 200,01)0 old duly, or substantially the 
same aa biat year. 

" Charlea Whitehead'a eatimato is .'iO.OOO 
old duty lesa than tho foregoing. Tho pro- 
duction laat year was 215,000 old duty. 

" Germany has fared worse, and reports 
from many districts are to the eiTect that 
tho crop is almoat a total failure. Never- 
theless, in others it is good. Conaervntive 
estimates place tho crop at 60 per cent, of 
that of last year, wbioh will bring the crop 
below the average, and with but few, if any, 
hops to spare for the English market. 

•'In the United States, Now York will 
produce less hops than last yoar — probably 
80 per oent. of last year's orop. Thia short- 
age will be substantially made up by the 
increased yield of the Pacific slope from laat 
year's acreage first onniing into full bearing 
and now hops planted the proaont year. 
So, upon the whole, the situation, us we 
have said, statiatioally is a very strong ono. 
Let not growers, from that known fact de- 
ceive themjclves int ) tho expectation of 
very high prices, or idlow others to deceive 
them. In the east, many in tho trade firndy 
boliovo that the linancial diatroaa ia <;ertain 
to force hops tou low price (aa it haa already 
forced other produce down), particuhvrly at. 
harvest time, when tho grower is in need of 



harvest funds. Tho same factor, on tho 
other side, prevents free operations of deal- 
ers or free purohasos from oonsumors, honco 
a restricted, slow domestic trade is expected. 

" England will want a large block of our 
hops, if suited to their wants, variously esti- 
mated from sixty to one hundred thousand 
bales. " 

WHOLESALE* ABUESTS. 

OolomWa's Unfortunate Liberals Getting Im- 
prisoned In Largo Numbers. 

Panama, Colombia, Aug. 24.— Two more 
persons who are believed to have been con- 
nected with the dynamite and revolutionary 
conspiracy have bean arrested. Pedro Roderi- 
gucz who was empowered by tho Casnaa and 
Rosanas to take charge of the movements of 
the revolutionists in Achira and Santander, 
has been captured in Bucania. General 
Villa, who was arrested ond then liberated 
in Barranquilla, returned to Panama and 
has again boon put under arrest. Santiago 
Perez and other Liberal chiefs arrived hero 
on Tuesday on the way to exile, and it ia 
feared they will instigate a revolution. Tlio 
government have rearreatsd Villa, who waa 
released a week ago. Tho government is 
greatly soared and ia keeping troops con- 
stantly under arms throughout the republic. 
Liberals are being arrested every day. Tho 
tension is great. 

APObOUY TO ITALY. 

United States Expresses Eegret for the Treat- 
ment of Itiilhuis 111 Colorado. 

\V.\.^hiN(;to.n Cn v, Am.;. ■_!;!.— 'I'liero has 
been couaidcrabie correapundeiice concern- 
ing the forcible expulsion of Italian miners 
from Cripple Creek, Uol., between Secre- 
tary Gresham, Gov. Waite and Baron Fa va, 
the Italian minister at Washington City, 
but it ia likely the explanation ofTercd Min- 
ialer Fav.i by the State Department and 
Cnv. \\ aitc will be aalinfactory to tlio 
Italian government and tluit tho incident 
will be ileclarcd closed. After correspond- 
ence witti Gov. Widle, Secretary Greahain 
wrote Baron Fava that the attack waa not 
due to ruce iiiojudice, but the feeling 
against cheap labiir. When the Americana 
found themselvea underbid by tho Italiuca 
they took forcible nieasurea of securing the 
end's they desired, but did so with no feel- 
ing against tho unpopular workmen aa 
Italians. Greshani expressed regret for tho 
occurrence and hoped it would not disturb 
tho friendly relationa between tho two 
countries.

The "Minnie" Leads the Homeward 
Bound Proceflsiou With the 
"Ainolca" Not Far Bdilnd. 



Scbooncra "Aiinio G. Moore" ami 
"Annie B. Paint" (.'aptured— The 
Search Light Plays Its Part 



Tlio British HCiiliiip Bchooner Minnie, 
Julius Mooreliouae, master, arrived iu port 
yesterday morning, having disobeyed tlic 
injunotiott of the commander of the Russian 
Oruiser Jaooute to report to tlic ISi itinh uon- 
Bular agent at Yokohuma, luul nmdo all 
speed home. Slie reports tlic schooner 
Ainnka, whicli wua dispaBst'tscd o{ her 
papers under similar circumstances and 
about the same time, aa purauing a similar 
policy, and due to arrive here at any hour, 
having loft the Japancao coast eight days 
before tlio Minnie. The circumstances of 
both seizures have already been related in

To TiiK Editor: — It would appear from 
the discussion ut tliu Council meeting hiat

It- woulil neeni that llio 
comae now uilopteil by cur city aldermen 
U for this purpose. Some of tho aldermen 
last evening were candid lo admit that it 
was tho intention to utilize the aurf.ico 
drains for making house connectioiia imd 
tho carrying oll'of all kinds of sewage. One 
of the aldeimen went further and stated 
that they are real aowera. If such bo thu 
oxse, ia it not appiirent that, tho Council are 
using the fundw for nnotlit'r purpose than 
for which they were vot( clV The by-law 
on which tho money was obtained for suoh 
purposes was for smfaco drains and not for 
sewerage proper. I further learn, by read- 
ing the report of tho Council meeting last 
evening, that tho View street sower is to 
empty into the suffaoe drain on Cook street, 
which is another absurdity. If the drain 
, . r T , - ■ on View atrect bo a sewer drain, why not

Ill thu temporary certificate given the 
Minnie when she waa sidzod, to bo for- 
warded to "Her Rrittanic -Majesty's -uilhori- 
ties," the Russian o iptaiii (ixea the sccno of 
her detention as iu latitude 5-1 ° 21' north, 
longitude 168 ° 3S' east or 22 miles south 
of Copper island. The distance from shore 
was, be explains, estimated upon the speed 
of his ship and the time ocoapied iu running 
out from shore. In this calcuUtion it ia 
quite poESible that; a mistake may have oc- 
curred, for Captain Moorcliou.^e claims to 
have been told by tho uavig'-itini; ollicer of 
the Jaooute that the calculation of 22 miles 
was made at S a. m., whereas the schooner 
waa not overtaken until an hour later, 
which would bring her well outeido of the 
circle of tho protective zouo. Tho convic- 
tion or re-arrest of tho vessel will therefore, 
in all probability, rest upon the subatautia- 
tion of the facts aa to her position when 
seized. In support of the achooncr'a testi- 
mony tho evidtnco of the masters 
of the Libbie and Viva will be obtainable, 
for at tho time of tho capture these vessels 
were not more than live miles distant, in 
plain view, and, liko tho Minnie, standing 
out to the open sea. 

Captuiu Moorehouse experienced no dis- 
courteay at the lianda of tho Kusaian oili- 
cera, who, after receiviug tho information 
from hiin that h i waa Hying the British Hag, 
" proposed to him, the said Julius Moore- 
house, that he proceed to Yokohama, where 
he must present himself to Her Brittauiu 
Majesty's Consular agent." Tho schooner's 
papers were retained by the cruiser to be 
forwarded to the British authorities ; the 
sealskins in the hold were inspected bat not 
disturbed. 

After Booing tho warship stand away. 
Captain Moorehouse decided to make 
for homo instead of Yokohama, some 
of the rigging having been carried 
away and tho schooner being otherwise 
in need of repair. Ho thought, too, that if 
the schooner was in trouble tho men might 
just as well be landed at home as in a foreign 
port, to be sent home at the expense of the 
Government, The seizure of the Ainoka 
was not heard of until the homeward voyage 
waa commenced, but from tho Mary Ellen, 
Libbie and Volunteer, the latter of Seattle, 
the news was received that the .Annie C. 
Moore, the Annie E. Paint and the George 
£. White had all been gathered in, the 
Moore with her catch being taken to Petrc- 
psnlovsky. When last spoken the Mary 
EUen had 1,CU0 skins, the Voluutoer 25 and 
the Libbio 1,300; tho Minnie experienced 
poor luck, securing a catch of but 509, 
which she ia now discharging. She made 
but one call on the homeward run — at Paoh- 
eua, where her Indian hunters were landed. 

Confirmation of the seizure reports ia 
obtained from Captain Shields of tho Vera — 
the once celebruti d Halcyon — who also is safe 
at home with 2,00!) -skins of his own and the 
tweuty belonging to the Penelope, which 
were picked up with a boat's crew belonging 
to that vesssel early in tho season. The 
news of the seizure of the Paint and the 
Moore came to him in a rouuduhaut way, 
without particulars. Not so the report of 
the Ainoka's misfortune, for he was on 
board that vessel the day alter her en- 
counter with tho Rusaians, and theu was 
advised that the intention waa to report at 
Victoria, instead of Yokohama. The 
Ainoka was Sfiized at night, the man-of-war 
picking her up with one of her electric 
aearchtighta while the schooner waa lying at 
anchor with all on board, save the watch- 
man, asleep. 

Those on board tho Vera are inclined to 
the belief that if the seizure of the Moore 
proves to be a fact it will be found that her 
boats getting too close inshore last 
season will be made the excuse for her pres- 
ent molestation. Both the Moore and the 
Paint when they sailed this spring had cx- 
plioit orders from the owners to keep well 
outsid'e the line of proteotion, and it is not 
likely that the captains would be foolish 
enough to disobey. 

The Vera sailed for home on the 5th 
Inst., and made good time across. She 
bring.s late reporta of tho Carlotta f!. Cox, 
with 2,500 skins Eocured iu Japaneao waters, 
tho Triumph with a c itoh of 2.0GI, and tho 
Ocean Belle with an island water catch of 
200 odd. 

A tliird Benler arrived late last night and 
iinchored off tho entrance to tho harbor. As 
neither captaiu nor crew cunio ashore, it 
was impossible to m'cuni particnlars of her 
cruise in time for pulilic.itioii iu this issue.

WHERE ARB THBJ DRAIN AOS) COM 
MISSION milS > 

Every intelligent citizen who read tht 
report of WcdiiesJay oveuiiig's proceedings 
of the City Council iiiuat have l)uen coiiviii 
ed that the coustruotioa of the surface 
drains should have been under the aaperlc 
tendenoe of the Sawer and Drainage Com 
lulBsleiiers. It was then miulc i)lain to 
everyone that the City Couiicillora are alto 
gother unfit to do the work. Wliy the man- 
agenieiit of llio drains lias liceii talicii out of 
the hands of men of intelligence, integrity 
and independonco and kept under the man- 
agement ot the City Councillors, who cannot 
tell the difference between a eiirfaco drain 
and a sewer, is not very ditiicult to under 
stand. Kor is it Imrd to see why tlio con 
tractor ia not to employ " upon, al:Diit or in 
connection with the work, any person who 
is ohjeoted to hy the standing committee on 
Boweragaand drainaRc." TheCommiasioners 
are, we believe, still in olliee. They were 
appointed for a year ; tlioy were not dis 
niiised ; they did not resign, and they an 
not disiiualiliod iu any way from takiiig the 
oversight of the construction of the aurfact 
draioB. We are quite sure that if the citi 
zsns were allowed a choice in the matter, 
the vast majority of tliem would rather en- 
trust the supervision of the cotistruetion 
the surface drains to ^ilessre. Turner, En 
and TeuKue than to the City Cmuicil, or 
any committee of its inenibera. Tiiere are 
many obvious reasoDS why a work like 
sewer and drain constrnotion should be 
placed in the hands of men who are not ex 
posed to the temptations and embarrass 
monta which hamper and besot members 
of the City Council. It is a matter 
of wonder to us that tho majority 
of the Counoil did not insiat upon the work 
bets;; placed in the hands of tho gentlemen 
we have named, or other gentlemen similarly 
qualified. Tho way in which the work is 
being mismanaged, is simply disgusting 
and it would seem that the majority of the 
Counoil are quite uncoascioua that their 
iD&nageoienI; is phesotneaally bad. We 
trust that the Mayor will explain to the 
ratepayers why this important work was 
not put under the oversight of compoten 
Commissioners, but left in tho hands of in 
competeat City Councillors, who, even 
they were capable, ought not to have been 
entrusted with its management. 



been extremely useful in donaidering this 
question of sowers and surface drains. It 
might hftva occurred to them that there are 
times whoa a surface drain converted into a 
sower must of a neoenaity bu n nuiBftUco to 
everyone in ita neighborhood, Sewers, it is 
well known, are providetl with con- 
trivanoes to prevent the escape of 
noxloiiB gnsoa where they would 
do hnnii, and they oan bo flushed as often 
3 convenient or necessary. Surface 
drains huve none of theao devices. They 
re intended to carry off water and the 
mpartttively harmless substances which 
waterhoidainsolutionorsuspBuaion. Noxious 
gases do not often aceunuilato in them, and 
there are times, like the present for in- 
tuiico, when many of them would bo almost 
poifcctly dry. At such times, if tliey were 
mudo to do duty as sewers, they would be- 
come the receptacle of decomposing filth, 
which would havo to remain until the rains 
of nutunin and winter carried it away, 
spreadiuK. meantime, disease in every 

etioii, hebidea making tho atmosphere in 
their vicinity moat oll'enaive. Do we rate 
tho aldermauic capacity too high when we 
assume that members of tho City Council, 
if they put on their considering caps, would 
see that these results would follow permit- 
ting the aurface drains to be used us sewera ? 
There are aldermen who at limes act as if 
they had little or no thinking power, but 
they are surely not a majority of that body. 
The Mayor, too, is considered intoilineut, 
and he has tho reputation of being honest. 
Ho must see thut to uae the surf.ice drainn 
aa scwera is not only breaking faith with 
tlie ratepayers iu tho most flagrant manner, 
bill committing an exceedingly stupid and 
miaohievous blunder. 



liEWILDERED COUNCILLORS. 

The Mayor and some of tho Councillors 
on Wednesday evening seemed at a loss to 
define the uses of a surface drain. W 
should think that, however ignorant they 
might be on the subject, they ought to know 
that a surface drain ia not a eewer. When 
they asked tho ratepayers for pormissioa to 
borrow money "for the construction of cer 
tain surface drains," tbay could not have 
meant certain sewers, or an extension of th 
sewer system already constructed. W'e are 
very much afraid that His Worship th 
Mayor and the Councillors, who now wis 
to convert tho suifacc drains into sewers, 
are not so stupid or so ignorant as the 
woald like the public to believe 
Had any ratepayer asked them before 
the vote on the Surface Drain by-law was 
taken if it was their intention to make tho 
surface drains do duty as sewers, wa ven 
tnre to say that their answer would 
been an emphatic negative, and perhaps tho 
more impulsive among them would h 
added, "Do you think that we are sue 
fools and so extravagant aa to construct tw 
sewers on the same street ? " 

It ia quite certain that previous to th 
vote beinq taken neither the City Council 
lora nor the rctepayers bad any idea of con 
verting the surface draiaa into sewers. The 
perversion which is now advocat 
ed, and which baa in part take 
place, was evidently an afterthought 
suggested, no doubt, by tho exigeneit 
of the aldermunio situiitiou, Tho iiersoi 
who wish to bo accommodated by havin 
their houses connected with the View street 
surfnco drain have votes and it ia plainly 
difficult to deny voters who are or who may 
be supporters anything they may deaire 
Tho preservation of the public health, th 
comfort of the citizens, and the elhoienc 
of tho sowers are small matters compared 
with the advantages of having the Mayoi 
and certain of the Councillors returned ub 
the next municipal eleotion. 

It seems to us that the inquiry aa to th 
precise nature and functiona of sutfaco 
drains ia being made rather I lIc in tlio day. 
The aldermen who took upon theniaelvea to 
permit certain householdera to connect with 
a surface drain should, wa submit, have en- 
quired of some competent aanitftry engineer 
whether " sewer " and " surface drain ' 
are convertible terms, whether n surfaco 
drain can properly bo used as a sower and 
whether a sewer which ia part of a separate 
aystom can be safely used as a surface drain. 
A cotnpetont engineer would have given 
them information whioh would have pre- 
vented them from oomniitting miaohievous 
blunders and from making a public display 
of their ignorunco and iucompetciicc.

Tree planting has been going 
on briskly, ai'.d a start has at lust 
been given . to this, eegleoted industry.

Then progress is being made in giving the 
Province tlie means of tnteroommunicatlon 
it so badly needs. The Nelson and Firt 
Shoppard Railway is well under way. The 
construction of tho Nakusp and .Sloean Rail- 
woy has been cDmiuuneed. Tho Sidney and 
Victoria Railway will, before long, bo an 
accomplished fact. Tho Praser River Val- 
ley will, in a short time, have tho railway 
accommodation which it has been waiting 
for, and which will do so much to make its 
resources available. 

There is, in all thia, not only no canse to 
bo discouraged, but every reason to look to 
tho future with hope SfXiA Cheerfulness. 
Ttiore can be no doubt that British Col 
umbia is doing well now and that she will 
do better in the near future. When the 
cloud of deprea.sioD that lowers over 
part of tlio continent cliBsipates, wliieh it ia 
sure to do soon, this Province will, we aro 
satisfied, progress as it ViM never pro 
greased before.

The Toronto Telegram tries to oonaole the 
Hritlah Columbia aealera with the reflection 
that, badly as ihoy have been treated by 
tho arbltratora, they faro hotter under their 
award than they would if Canada were 
either independent or an integral part of 
the United States. It says : 

Maybe tho Hritish Columbian sealer is 
not as well oil' as he would like to be, but a 
more favorable aword is the only coucoiv- 
able thing that could have improved his 
position. 

Ho is better off than ho would bo if Can- 
ada were independent, for then United 
States gun boats would have ohaaed him out 
of Behring Sea, and that would have been 
the end of it. . 

And if Canada were a part of tho United 
States British Columbia would not bo 
allowed to disturb tho monopoly of tho 
Alaska Fur Seal Company. The award 
gives the aealora more thaa they could 
enjoy either as cilizsns of an independent 
Canada or of tho United States. 

If there is not much comfort in this 
for British Colombia sealers, there is food 
for reflection. There are a few Cana- 
dians who believe that their country would 
bo better off in many respects than it is 
now if it were independent, hut they 
must see that, situated as Canada is, its in- 
dependence would be merely nominal. In 
all -important matters it would have to 
submit to tho dictation of the 
United States or suffer the con- 
sequences. If a dispute arose and became 
serious, it would have to accept tho terms 
offered by ita big neighbor or receive tho 
treatment that Slam had to put up with tbo 
other day at the hands of Franco. 
If any sealer happens to ha an annexation- 
ist, ho will have only to compare his own 
situation now and before tho arbitration 
was held with that of an American 
scaler to be convinced that he is much 
better off, as far aa sealing is concerned, 
than if he were a citizen of the United 
States. He would then receive no com- 
pensation for injury done him by the asser- 
tion of tho claim of tho United States to 
exclusive jurisdiction over Hehring Sea. Ho 
would have to bear his loBses ai best he 
could, and continue to wear, as patiently as 
his temper would allow, the yoke of the 
Alaska Commerolal Company. There would 
bo no oompenaation and no consolation for 
him. 




AN ENOOURAOING OUTLOOK. 

Tho prevailiny depression has put nearly 
every one out of heart. Moat people when 
thoy contemplate the present state of 
things are discouraged, and they see little 
to hopo for in tho immediate future. Is 
this gloomy state of mind warranted by tho 
outlook in this Province ? Wo do not think 
it is. We confesa that wo cannot see why 
tho British Columbian who sees clearly 
what is going on around him should remain 
in the hluee, or should join the croakers in 
their diamal jeremiads. 

llusiness ia dull now, not because the 
Province ia not prosporouo, or hccauoo its 
resources are not, l/oing worked and de- 
veloped, but bceauao wo are affected by the 
atringency that prevails in the neighboring 
republic. At homo, matters aro 
going on well, and there is every reason to 
bo hopeful. Wo aro at tho end of a most 
HUGCcaaful fishing season on the Frauer. The 
draught of lishcu lias been ulmnsit miracu- 
lous. Tho pack is one of tho largest, if not 
the very largest, ever put up in the Province, 
and there has boon, besides, an extensive 
and lively trade with tho Kuat in fresh sal- 
mon. This, tho moat melancholy will havo 
to admit, ia satiBfactory. Tho sealers have 
been more suocoHsful than was expected. 
Tho fares which the schooners havo brought 
homo and those which are still to oome will 
bring money and money's; worth to th" 
country. 

The price of coal is low, it ia true, but '.ho 
output for this year will, on the whok', bo 
beyond the average. Tho dovelopi>ient of 
the Kootonay district ia progresaipg stead- 
ily. The prospeotors find mQol> to enoonr* 
age them. There ia every reason to believe 
that the country is as rich in ' ho precious 
motala as the most sanguine x>redictcd that 
it would be, and deposits of other ond very 
valuablo niiucrala havo bocA discovered.

CHEAP ALUMINUM. 

A New Process Discovered to Produce It at 
a Leas I'rlco Than Copper. 

Dci.L'Tii, Aug. 2,'!. — Tho patent oHice 
authorities aent to thia city a chemical ex- 
pert on an application for a patent for a now 
process nf obtaining aluminum from its 
oxide. Tho proceas includes chemical com- 
binations heretofore supposed to be impos- 
sible, and on thia ground tho application for 
a patent was rejected, tho method being 
termed inoperative. Threo entirely satis- 
factory tests were made by tho (iovern- 
ment chemists, and they have re- 
turned to Washington City. A copy 
of tho report to the patent oH'ca 
was received hero to-day. After detailing 
the tests as made by himself, ho said that 
the nrooesa is operative. That it appears to 
ho almost perfect in its results in obtaining 
the entire aluminum value of tho oxide. 
Tho discoverer of thia process and hia 
Duluth associates say thoy can produce pure 
aluminum at a price considerably below that 
of any existing process, and chsupor bulk 
for bulk than copper. Fxperiments have 
been under way here where the clay is rich 
in aluminum for much over a year, looking 
to tho perfection of the process. It was 
first diaoovered by a German chemist and 
hu^^enda in thia oity.

Arefiiiiient of the Case of Couglilau & 
JUayo Asraiust the City of 
Victoria. 

A Question of Procedure Baised— Mr. 
Justice Walkem Beserves His 
Jadgrment 

John CourIiIiui ami M. C. Mayo v. the 
City of Victoriii, Antono IleiiderBon, Jumea 
Muuroo Miller luul Jumea BiiUcr. Arfju- 
meut of Iho pliiintiUo' niotlou for an order 
restraining the city of Vietoria fron> 
executing or further proceeding with the 
contract for tho construction of llio Spring 
Ridgo Hurfuco druina with II. II. Miicdonald 
& Co., on tlio ground tliiit the nioliou of tho 
Council in awarding the contract was 
illegal, and for an order restraining tho do 
fendani Jamea linker from acting, sitting or 
voting aa an alderman of tho City of Vio 
toria until trial of the action. 

Mr. E. V. liodwell appeared for tho 
plaintill; Mr. \) M. Kberti, Q C, for tho 
defendants, tho City of Victoria; lion. A. 
^. Richards, Q.C., and Mr. II. IX 
Helmcken, for tho defendant Juinea Kaker. 

Tho grounds of the motion to realruia the 
city of Victoria from executing the con- 
tract or further proceeding with il a;ii that 
the motion of the Council in awarding the 
contract was illegal, aa the reaolutioii award- 
ing the contract; to 11. H. MacdonaUl & Co. 
would not have been curried exuepl for the 
votes of the'defendanta, Miller, Hondcraon, 
and Baker, and tlmt each of Iheao defend- 
ants was, at iho time of voting, dit-()ualilied 
to act or vote aa an alderm in of the city of 
Victoria. Tho ground of tho action aguinat 
the defendant Baker waa that he waa dis- 
qualified from sitting, acting or voting by 
reason of his being indirectly intero.sled in a 
oontraot with the city. The allUhu ita on 
which the motiona were b.ised were, shortly, 
to the effect that the plaintili'a, Coughlan & 
Mayo, the defendants, H. U. Macdonald &' 
Co, , and one Wulkley bad tendered for the 
oonstruotion of the / Spring Bidgo surface 
drains; that the tender of the plaintiff was 
the lowest, but that the contract 
had been awarded to the firm of 
H. H. Macdonald & Co. by the Council, and 
that this was done in the face of a report 
from the City Engineer, showing that tho 
pi .intifls' tender was lowest; that the re- 
solution had been carried by the Council on 
a division, by tho votes of the defendants 
Miller, Henderson and Baker, and that the 
votes of these aldermen, being illegal by 
reason of their disfiualitication, the motion 
was, therefore, illegally carried, and the 
Council should be restrained from carrying 
it into tiTect. Prior to tho motion being 
made to the court, the defendants Miller 
and Henderson resigned, therefore tho case 
us against them was not proceeded with. 
Against the defendant l?aker, it waa al- 
leged that the firm of which he was a mem- 
ber had sold bricks to the contractor for the 
Cook street surface drains, and was, there- 
fore, indirectly intercaled in that contract, 
. within the meaning of the aectiou of tho 
Municipal Act relating to disi|ualifica- 
tion. Aliidavita were tiled by tho defend- 
ant Baker and by the dilTerent contractors 
denying any actual interest in tho contract, 
but admitting that bricks had been sold by 
the firm of Baker Bros, to tho contractor for 
tho Cook street surface drain, and that 
about 5,000 bricks had been sold to H. U. 
Macdonald & Co. for use in the Spring 
Ridge surface drain. It was atatcd that thia 
last sale had taken place without tho know- 
ledge of the defendant Baker, and that on 
his oeooming aware of the transaction ho 
directed that no farther brick be sold to B. 
H. Macdonald & Co. 

Mr. Bodwell : The injunction should be 
granted against the city on the gr ound that 
the resolution waa illegal if the tacis alleged 
are proved to tlie aaiiafactiou of the Court, 
and that tho cicy ahould be restrained from 
proceeding with the contract notwithstand- 
ing that tho resolution haa not bum re- 
scinded. Municipalitiea have been restrained 
from acting under illegal by laws and reso- 
lution though these by-lawi: have not been 
repealed or quashed. The question 
of whether the by- law is properly 
brought before tho Court by motion 
for au injunction instead of an application 
under quo warranto to decUre tho scat 
vacant is disposed of in tho Judicature Act, 
since which this Court has power to grant 
an injunction wherever it shall appear to 
the Court to be just and convenient. Thia 
constitutes an extension of the power ot the 
Court to intervene by injunction. (Asslatt 
V. tho Corporation of iSouthimplon, 10 Ch. 
D , JesBcl, M.R., pp. 1'I7 ) By the section 
of the Municipal Act in question, sec. '.i'2, 
upon a person becoming disqualiQed by 
reason of bis having any interest in any 
conir&oi;, he "shall iB^mediately be dis- 
qualified from continuing to be Mayor, 
Reeve, Alderman or Councillor," aa the case 
may be. There is, therefore, no necessity 
for removing a diEi|ualilied person by i/no 
irarrdiilii proceedinga, since the section 
quoted conatitutea the ofl'ence which cauaea 
the diaqualilication, an ii^'n: jwlo removal 
from the position. (Chaplin v. Town of 
Woodstock, IGOnt., K. 7-S.) Reason and 
convenience alike, therefore, place a remedy 
by injunction in cases like tho present. 
Tho olfendiug ollicer should lie immediately 
stopped from exercising his functiona as an 
Alderman, instead of permitting him to 
continue acting until he should be removed 
by quo irarraiilo proceedinga, Upon tho 
question of whether tho facta alleged show 
an indirect interest on tho part of Aid. 
B.iker in tho contract, within tho meaning 
of the Act, vide sec. 30, aub-seo. 10, which 
reads : 

" Any person, otherwise duly qualiQed, 
entitled to vote at a municipal election, 
may be elected a Mayor or Alderman, or a 
Reeve or Counoillor, of any niuuicipility, un- 
less he is disqualified for any one uf the fol- 
lowing reasons, viz ; • • • • 
(10 ) Having by bimaalf, or through his 
partner, or aa u director in any iaoorporated 
company, any contract whatever or interest 
in any oontraot with or for the nmnioipal- 
ity, either directly or indirectly." 

This is a moro stringent proviainn than 
that of the similar scetion (77) in tlio On- 
tario Muniei[)al Act (Vide Lord Eiher in 
Nuttal V. VVilhon, 22 Q B. 1) 711, Whitley 
V. Barley, 21 Q. B. D. 151, BurgosB v. 
Clarke. I I Q B, 1) 785, and Todd v. Robin- 
son, ilii'l, 711.) It is not denied that im- 
mediately after tho defendents, 11. H. Mc- 
donald & Co., hud received tho contract 
from the city, supported by tho vote of Aid 
Baker, the tender of the plaint ill'a' beiim tho 
loweat, notwithatanding, the lirm of Baker 
Bros., of which Aid. B.ik(^r is a ineniber, iin 
;iiediately made a Bale of 5,(101) bricks to II 
II. Macdonald k, Co. for the purpose of con 
structing tho said surfuou draina, anri it 
might not bo an unfair inference that Aid. 
Baker's vote had been affected by liia pros- 
pects cf making such a .sale to tho contrac- 
tors in question, or, at all events, if it did 
not effect him, tho policy of tho act was at 
once satisfied by tho circumstancoa that it 
might have ollootod a man of less iutet'rity 
of purpose.

Baker : Without wishing to reply on any 
technical objection in oppoaing tho present 
motion, and stating that we uro indillereul 
as to tho form in which it comes before tho 
Court 80 long as the interests of my client 
aroprottcttd aa sufliciently as they would 
bo it thu matter were properly prucuodtd 
with, we submit that tho only mode of pro- 
cedure by which the to.iiire of Aid. Bikei'u 
position "lb tho Council of tho city of Vic- 
toria can bo attacked, is by proceeding by 
quo warranto. Ko long as Aid. Baker ooou- 
pies a se»t at tho Council this Couit liad no 
power to prevent hia exercising his duties in 
that position. By soiJtion 7S of tho Munici- 
pal Act of 1SS12, the validity of all contested 
elections shall be testtd in tho manner there 
prcaoribed, by filing a petition, etc. 

Walkem, J : This is not a contested elec- 
tion J do you propose to contend that wo 
are to be governed by tho sections relating 
to such contests ? 

Mr. Richards— Not further than to point 
ont that there is no other method provided 
of vacating tho seat, and the common law 
motliod of quo warranto must be adopted. 
If this injunotion were granted at all to 
prevent Aid. Baker from acting as alder- 
man, the 8-3at would still not be vacant and 
tho ineonvenieuco to tho community Would, 
therefore, bo very great, as Mr. Baker 
would be prevented from acting in his olli- 
cial capacity and the Council would have 
no ineana of vacating tho seat and provid- 
ing for the election of another person in his 
Btead. l'"iu- this reason the Court should 
not interfere, as it would bo neither just 
nor convenient. The ([uostion as to whether 
- no: the transaction Aid. Baker had had 
ith this contractor conatitutea an indirect 
intereat in tho cnntract, aa dealt with in the 
uuthoritiea, which wo contend does not sup- 
port any fcueh proposition, (Royse 
V. Birley, L. U. 1, C. P. 29(1, 
Pcddington v. Riddell, I Ont. P. R. SO, 
Lo I'auvro v. Lmkastcr, .'! Iv & B., 5;)!), iind 
other authorities mont ioneil at page li.'i cf 
the .'lib edition, Harrison's Municipal Man- 
ual.) In all those cites the acta which 
were alleged to constitnlu dla(iiialitioation 
made a much atronger case against ibo ile- 
feiuiauts than those allegeil in th(i present 
case. Mr. liaker sold theao brick in the or- 
dinary courb.i of busineaa, and tho contract- 
ors were bound to pay for them whether 
they suited the purposes of tho contract or 
not. Tho contractor might, if ho wished, 
employ them for any other purpose. Il the 
proposition put forward were to bo carried 
out to an extreme length, aa is proposed in 
this case, it would prevent any aldormaa 
being a hardware merchant from selling a 
jack piano to a contractor who might havo 
a omtract for work with tho city. 

Mr. Bodwell, in reply, drew attention to 
the foot-noto in Harrison's Municipal Man- 
ual, wherein the author stated, " Had the 
words been * had any share or interest in, or 
bo in any manner, directly or indirectly, 
concerned in any oontraot or bargain,' a 
wider interpretation would have to be given 
to the section." He contended that the 
wording of the Monioipal Act is equivalent 
to going to the length of the words quoted 
as above, and that therefore the authorities 
stated by the defendants, which were cases 
based on a different iieotion, having not such 
extensive length as the act here, do not 
govern in thia case, but tho Court must be 
governed by the decisions of English courts 
baaed upon a similar statute to our own. 

Tho Court reserved judgment, promisine 
to give a decision at aa early a date as pos- 
sible. It is not unlikely that tho decision 
will be announced this afternoon.

EX-ALDEUilAN HENDERSON'S EX- 
PLANATIOA. 

To THE Kditob: — Having resigned my 
aeat as alderman, to which the citizcna so 
kindly elooted me in tho beginning of tho 
year, I feel jt my doty now to explain to 
them my position and to state my reasons 
why I have chosen to give up tho trust, 
liver since I took my seat iu the Council I 
have hardly missed a meeting, nor havo I 
missed an opportunity to say and do for my 
constituency what I considered would be 
for their advantage. My action in respect 
to the contracts for the lust surface draina 
waa stric'ly according to my own convic- 
tion of right and, oa ia well 
known, I did not and could not 
poaaibly profit by it in any way. The 
award was almost unanimously adopted by 
the Council, but nevertheless it haa proved 
to be the cause of my reargiation. Mr. 
Coughhin, having failed to get tho contract, 
started to question the legality of tho vote 
of three of the aldermen, took it into court 
and applied for an injunotion. Tho only 
charge ho could bring against me was that 
I waa "a salaried oflieer of an incorporated 
company, and that thia companj' had a con- 
tract wi.h tho city to supply a team of 
horsca and driver for a sprinkler used 
for city purposes." This, of course, 
has not been proved, but granting tliat 
such are tho facts, I have only to say that 
tho Victoria Transfer Co. (which is the com- 
pany referred to) in response to an ad- 
vertisement for two teams to work on 
sprinklers, made an oUer through their sec- 
rotary to supply one team and driver for 04 
per day to do the work. A number of offers 
from other parties were tendered at tho 
same time, at prices ranging from ?t 50 to 
S.") 75 per day. Tho Street committee re- 
commended, and tho Council adopte.I, the 
report, that the Transfer Co. furnish one 
team (all they would furnish) and Geo. 
Lindsay furiiiah tho other, he being the 
next lowest at s i 50. Now, I ask my in- 
telligent reader to consider wdiether I 
abueed my position by allowing tho 
Transfer Co. to do thia work for 
the city for §1 per day, being 50 cents less 
per day than the next lowest ? Was it not 
oven my duty aa an Alderman to see that 
the city got the work done as cheaply aa 
poaaibleV Still, on that very ground was 
my position attacked, and though I do not 
know whether, according to the literal con- 
struction of tho law, I have offended or not, 
I certainly do know that morally I did not 
do wrong. Therefore, feeling that I have 
done my duty, but still being forced into a 
law suit in oonneotion with others, involv- 
ing as it must a good deal of annoyance and 
expense, I thought it best to resign. Hav- 
ing given thia explanation, I know the elec- 
tors will justify mo in my present action, 
and 1 shall ever feel grateful to the people 
of .South Ward.

Facts From tlie Ceusus Ecgardiuf 
- the Number of TMa iUnfor- ' 
touate Class. . 



British Colamhla Leads the Frovinces 
ia Her Care of 
Thtm. 



OF the 13,355 iDS&ne persona reported l)y 
tho census cuumcratora as tliu iiunibei- iu 
the Dumiuion of Caiiudu in April J8!)l, 
there were 7,02!) who were reported ua in- 
mates of asylums. I'aaa over 25 per cent. 
■01 Bomewlmt more than oao-half are 
shcUereJ, cared for and supplied with 
medioal :ittt>udi\aco within tho thirteen or 
more usyhniia jiiovidud for their rL'i;eption. 
I suy "or more" uoyhinis, Tiicre ure 
leally thirteen worthy ot tho name — the 
Piovinee of Nova Sootia having one of them, 
but having in ttddlUon a Byatent of oouatry 
retreats partially iateuded for the poor and 
partially for the iosaoa and idiotic. 

The Province of British Columbia stands 
at tho lie fid of all the Provinces, haviug in 
asyluiiiH 'JO por oont of the total uamber of 
insuuo reported in the Province. Ontario 
comes next, with 59 per cent, in asylums. 
New Brunswick eomes third, with 52 per 
cent, of its insane sheltered and cared for iu 
the I'rovinuiid iisyluin. Quebec is fourth, 
with ju- 1 ."lO per cent, in usyluma. Prince 
I'M ward Isluiid, .'W per cent, ii; nsylutus. 
Nova Scotia has 37 per cent, in ,i';ylii'ii!), if 
we include only thoeo who iirc in the i' o- 
vincial asylum nnd thosij who ;ui; in lour of 
the county asjUuns, wliicli aeeni to bii 
speciall}' uppropriato for insune, cr I I per 
cent, if u o iiieludo ihoao in the otlier eiglii 
county poor farms. Manitoba has 25 per 
cent, of its insane housed and protected in 
tho Provincial asylum. 

Kriti.sh Columbia has l.'ilt iuFianc within 
her borders, all witliin the Provincial asy. 
luni except l.'l. Manitoba liaa 19 in asyliun 
and 147 not in. New IJrunswicU baa ■Hjo 
in asylum and 421 not in any public insti- 
tution. Ontario has .'1,450 in her live puli- 
lio instil utiona and '2,4L).") outbide of lliem. 
IXova Scotia baa ,"iOG in aayhin s and S57 
outside. Tiiere are about 100 bnuaed in 
the County Poor's farm already rilorrcd to. 
Prince Kdward Island has 1l!S ii. asylum 
and 20.") ontaiile. Quebec has '2,'2,'i4 in her 
asylums und 2,290 outside. The Northwest 
Territories buv-e .'12 Insane In all, but no 
•public asylum. 

Tho returns of 1S81 gave a total of D.SS'.I 
insane in Canada, of u-lioin 1,0-j5 wore re- 
turned as inmates of asylums. Thus in 
1881 there was 47. 1 per cent, of the total 
Dumber within asylunia, and over 5'2 per 
cent, in 1S91. This indicates progress in 
the duty of caring for the iosane on the 
part of the several provinces.

All the provinces, with tho exception 
of Ontario, have made great advances in 
respect to providing for tho caro of tho 
icsans. 

The annual expenditure on account of the 
insane amounts to about .■?121 per bead per 
annum, acoording to the public accounts. 
In the province of Ontario tho yearly cost 
per patient ia about §142. 

Ontario has adopted the cottage system in 
Mimico, Nova Scotia hts ibo county farm 
system in part, Qaebcc has the farudag 
out system. 

With the exceptioa of Nova Scotia and 
Quebec, the principle adopted in tho Do- 
minion is State care, and even in the case 
of those two e.'kcoptiona the instiiutions are 
subject to the supervision of Govcrunieat 
inspectors. 

In the United States, the states of New 
York, Ohio, Illinois, Kansas, Minnesota, 
Mltaissippi and both the Dikotas, the 
principle of State care has been estahlithed 
BB against that of County care. Kew ?ork, 
after long years of trial of it, abolished the 
County care system, and enacted, in 1890, 
the "State Care Act." 

As to causes of insanity, the average re- 
turnn for ISngland, France, Denmark and 
the United States combined, give this re- 
sult ;

It ia dilficult to specify tho causes of in- 
sanity in Canada in the same comprehen- 
sive way. But analysis of returns by our 
best alienists indicates that in Canada 
heredity is responsible for at least 35 per 
cent, of the insanity and drink for about 
4 per cent. Sickness produced about 11 
per cent, of the insanity in Canada. Drink 
oas comparatively little effect as a factor in 
the development of insanity In Canada

We have not the moans of diacovcrint; the 
relative frequency of congenital and ac- 
quired insanity ia Canada, nor are wc able 
to tell how many persona given aa insane by 
tho enumerators weroatnents and how many 
were dements. Investigation leads to the 
conclusion that some of those given in the 
census returns aa lunatic — i, o,, pernons in 
vhose case the inaanity was aci|uired — 
ouitht rather to be classed as idiots. Tliis 
eeems to be more particularly the case iu 
the province of Qoebeo, where the idiots in 
the inBtitutton at St. Ferdinand at Halifax, 
numbering 124, have been oloBsed ob insane 
in thrco census takings. If these were 
given their proper status aa nmonts, and 
not ranked an dements, the lunatics of (Juo- 
beo would be reduced from 4,.')50 to 1,420.

What 
will all these fine girls do with their 
education after they have it? The world, 
alas! is not yet as wide for them as for 
men. Most of tlieni doiibtle.ss intend to 
earn tlieir own liviii!.'. How can they 
.secure as good paying places as their 
breathers, -who know even less, can get? 
This is a saddening query on tho whole. 
Tho only an.swer to it is tliat each girl 
must strive with all her might to do the: 
be.st work and get tho best pay she can, 
reflecting at all times that the whole 
fntnro of otir se.'c industrially is in some 
measure committed to her keeping.

If at the end of eacli year we 
have not mado at least one life better 
and nobh.'r, if we have not given steaiiy 
as.iist.niici^ to at least on(i person who 
neeile<l it, if we have not mastered at 
le.ist ono department of knowledge of 
which we were ignorant before, then we 
might better have been dead during that 
wlude year and left room for somebody 
who would have used the time to advan- 
tage.

BACK IBOM KOOTENAY. 



Premier Davie Telia About a Flyius: 
Trip to Nelson, Kaslo and 
tho Slociiu. 



i'lie RicUne8.s of tho Upiier Country— 
A Visit to Some of the 
Mines, 

Hon. Theodore D.ivio, Premier and At- 
torney Gdneral, returned last evening from 

a visit to tho West Kootenay mining dis- 
trict. Seen by a Coi.o.n'ist reporter after 
tho arrival of tho steamer, Mr. Davio e.\ 
preiaed liimself aa well pleaaed with the 
trip. Said ho : 

" One can get but an imperfect idea of 
the vastness of this region unless ho visits 
it in person. Leaving Revelstoke on ThurS' 
day week on board the stoanicr Columbia, 
the first plaoe we touched at was Nakusp. 
Hero the commencement of work upon tho 
Nakusp &. Slocau railway has brought into 
exiatoiico a busy town. Mr 
D. McGillivray, tlie cnntractor, ha 
700 men engaged in preparing tho right of 
way, and already more than a mile of road is 
ready for track laying and several miles of 
clearing nnd grading. The contractor will 
have over 1,200 men at work within a furt 
night, being under oontraot to complete tho 
road in ruoning order by the Slat of De- 
cember. Of thn 700 men novv employed 
there are no Chinamen, but about 
Swedes, 100 Italians, and the remainder 
our own people. Many miners who ha 
exhausted their money in prospeoting this 
spring have engaged to Work on the rail 
way, and thus will be enabled to earn a 
little money, either towards dovelopinK th 
claims which most of them have loc i ted or 
to have something to leave tho country 
with. This road, us you are aware, is being 
built by the "id of the local Govornmeni, 
which, in accordance with tho act of last aes 
sion, hiiM guaranteed the interest upon tho 
cost of tlu) enterprise. 

"Leaving Naksup on Thursday the IGth 
I arrived at Nelson tho same day. Here 
the purchase of tho Silver King group of 
mines by an ICngliah syudieate, known ai 
the Hall Mines, Limited, has-just been com 
pleted by ilio registering of the eompiiniea 
title. Tlie [Hircliaao piioo is two liumlred 
thousand poniuis aterliiig. It ia a property 
well wortli tho money, ore to that value 
being already in sight ond partly excavated. 
I atayed at Nelson until Saturday, and then 
in company with Captain Fit/. Stubba, lb 
gold coir.misaiouer, started for the Slocan 
region by way of Kaalo, at which place wo 
atayed over night. Business is (juiet iu 
Kaslo, but things are not as dull there as 
have been represented. Nearly all the 
trade with the Sloian mines is done at 
present with Kaalo, and last winter a large 
(juanlity of ore was shipped to the United 
States by way of that town. Folks at Kaalo 
are iiiuch encouraged by a recent discovery 
by tw o brothers named lilack of a valuable 
ledge on Francis creek, in the direction of St. 
Mary's river, about 15 miles from Crawford 
bay, or 23 from Pilot bay. Selected speci 
mens of the ore brought to town by tho dia. 
ooverers have given as high as 5,000 oz. of 
silver to the ton, from 200 oz. to 2,000 oz to 
the ton being the average. The ore aver 
ages 28 per cent. In copper and $7 to the 
ton in gold. The discoverers had made 
seven locations. 

" At both Nelson and Kaslo depotations 
called on me and diacuaaed their wants and 
requirements. 

" Leaving Kaslo, we procured a couple of 
ffrat-class saddle horses from Mr. Hughes, 
who carries on an extensive teaming and 
freighting business between Ixualo and 
.Slocan, and is also tho owner of 
valuable mining interests at Slocan 
lake. About eight miles out fro 
Ivuslo, on the trail, is a delightful 
mineral spring, the waters of which sparkle 
and have a pungency of flavor, superior, I 
think, to apollinaris. Theso waters 
Haid to have curutivo properties, and 
camped at tho spring was a miner who told 
us that rheumatiam and severe sickneaa had 
compelled him to leave hie claim ; that he 
had resorted to the apring, where ho had 
camped for several d.iys, drinking and 
using the water, and was now completely 
recovered, and intended leaving for hia 
claim the next day. Tho roadside in many 
places abounds with wild raspberries, etc., 
and bears aro said to bo plentiful. Wo 
saw one on tho aide of the road shortly after 
leaving the spring. Ho paid no attention 
to U.I. 

" We met Mr. Jefferson, one of the own- 
era of tho Washington claim, going into 
Kaslo, and at Hughes' camp, diatant about 
twenty miles from Kaalo, we met Mr. 
Clark, the foreman of tho mine, and, ac- 
cepting the invitation given us, we ascended 
the Payne mountain with him, and were 
hospitably entertained for the night at the 
mine. It is situated at an elevation of G,500 
feet above sea level, or 4,S00 sbovo tho 
level of Kootenay lake. Tho ascent took us 
not quite two hours. Mr, Clark conducted 
us through the tunnel and into tho drift, 
which penetrates vast bodies of ore. Tills 
mine was purchaaed last November, by its 
present owners, for S'J.T.OOO, in a thorouglily 
undeveloped state. They got to work early 
in December, employing a force of forty 
men, and by the end of March had taken 
out some 000 tona of ore, all of which waa 
put in bags, and 'rawhidcd,' as it is termed; 
that is, dragged in raw hides down the 
mountain and taken to Ivaslo in sleighs. 
From Kaalo it waa transported to San 
Francisco. Tho cost of bringing tho ore 
to Kaslo was S.'iO per ton, and from Kaalo 
to .San Francisco §13 per ton — Slii per ton 
in all. The ore averaged GU per 
cent of lead and from 100 to loO oz to tho 
ton in silver. After deducting all expenses, 
tho ownera cleared on tho operation within 
a very little of sufficient to repay them the 
$25,000 expended in purchasing tho mine. 
They are now workhig thirty men, chiefly 
in development work, and will have plenty 
more ore to ship this winter. The further 
they sink into the mountain the better their 
prospects become. Tho experience of the 
Washington in thia respect, and in the 
character of tho ore produced, is not thoira 
alone, but ia generally the aamo with all the 
locations iu the neighborhood of Slocan. In 
the morning Mr. Clark guided ua down the 
mountain by a different trail from that, 
which wo had come up. It wa.i a gradual 
descent of about lour miles, Mr. (Miuk bid- 
ding ua adieu after ho had started uh fairly 
our way and given us direoliona 
that we could not miss tho road. 
Four miles of descent brought 
ua to tho forks of Carpenter creek, being 
the confluence of Carpenter creek, .Sealon 
creek and I ho north fork of Carpenter creek. 
A short distance from hero the Government 
road party under Archie Cameron were 
working. W'o inspected tho work, and 
then started for New Denver, distant about 
five miles from the forka of Carpenter creek, 
on tho shores of Slocan lake. Tho trail 
from the forks to New Denver is very rug- 
ged and hard to travel. It waa difficult to 
make two miles an hour over it. Wo ar- 
rived at New Denver shortly after 1 o'clock. 



This is a very prettily laid out town, its 
situation on tho banks of Slocan lake re- 
minding ono mueh of Luketon, upon Deaeo 
lake ; and Slocan lake remiuda ono niuoh 
of Dease lake, only that tho mountains sur- 
rounding tho Slocan aro far loftier and 
grander than thoao of Dease lake. 

" I need noi; say that WO WOro well re- 
ceived by tho iuliabitante of Nfcw Denver ; 
that was tho case all over — a 
hospitable welcome greeted ua every where. 
The distance -from Kaalo to Now Denver 
ia thirty miles. We sent our horsea back 
to Kaslo, and remaining over night at Now 
Denver, in the morning wo took tho little 
steamer to tho head of tho lake, distant 
about eight miles. Hero wo found fresh 
horses (which I had already arranged to 
have sent over from Nakusp), and wo made 
the start for Nakusp (distant twenty-one 
miles trom the head of Slocan lake) about 8 
o'clock, and had not proceeded more than 
two niilca when we were met by Mr. Mc- 
Gillivray, tho contractor, who, knowing 
that we were coming, very thoughtfully 
came from the surveyors' eamp, aomu six or 
seven miles away, to pilot ua over some por- 
tions of the road where there was difficulty 
in passing, the fires occaaioned by the men 
clearing tlie right-of-wayhaviog rendered tho 
trail impassable in many places. Tho eoun- 
Ijy between Slocun lake ani Nakusp, ia 
muob of it heavily timbered with white 
pine and cedar; through other portiona of it, 
the tiiiilier is lighter and could readily be 
cleared and would, I should inuigine, make 
excellent agiicullural land. We arrived at 
Nakusp in the afternoon and early next 
morning we embarked on tho Columbia and 
reaclie<l HeveUtoke about -1 o'clock. 'I'lie 
town ia about three quarters of a inilo from 
the station, and 1 had not ])reviously visit- 
ed it, 1 met several old aci|uaintaiice, who 
1 had not seen for year.n, 1 waa asked to 
addre.-a a meeting in the evening, for llie 
dibcusaion of political allaira and tlio wants 
of till, ilistrict, and this 1 did at the school 
houae. Mr. Frazer, .1. 1'., occupied the chair 
and Mr. Kellie' .M.l'. I', waa also called 
on to speak. Order and good-will wore the 
prevailing featmea of the meeting. Ca[)t. 
Fitz Stubba cuno with me aa far aa Revel- 
stoke. I came on to \'ancouver by the 
train and he returned to Kobaon by the 
Columbia. 

" I may say that I thorcughly enjoyed 
tho trip, and shall look forward to tho time 
when I may have the opportunity of paying 
Kootenay another visit. The next time I 
hope to extend my trip to Fort Steele and 
tho East Kootenay country." 

Asked about the probable date of the 
meeting of the Legislature, Mr. Davie said 
the matter bad not yet been considered by 
the Executive, and, of course, nothing had 
been decided upon. The writ for the 
Cariboo election to fill the vacancy caused 
by the death of Mr. I. B. Nason, M.P.P., 
will be issued at once and tho election will 
take place the first week in October. Mr. 
Davie is looking exceedingly well after the 
trip. Evidently the \Veat Kootenay 
climate agrees with hini. 



Tbe Law In Kansas. 

Wichita, Kan., Aug. 24.— Ex-Sheriff 

D.ivis, of Marion, collecting agent for the 
American National bank, of Kansas City, 
left his room in a hotel hero to-day, and 
when ho returned ho found thot hia effects 
bad been ranaackcd and ,?SO,O0O worth 
of notes and niortgagca had been stolen. 
As soon aa he reached tho police 
oliico ho waa met by tho sheriff of 
this county, who told him that ho had 
been to Mr. Davis' room and taken tho 
securities under an attachment by the First 
National Bank of Marion. These securities 
formerly belonged to tho Union Trust Com- 
pany of Sioux City, of which E. M. D. 
Donaldson, who recently disappeared, 
was chief financier, but were truus- 
ferrcd a short time ago by Donald- 
son to tho Ameiican National Bank of 
Kansas City to cover an indebtedness of 
10,000. When the Marion bank, of which 
Donaldson was preaidenl, failed a few days 
ago, the receiver in casting; about for Don- 
aldson's assets ran across some records of 
these securities, and thinking they, were 
still the property of Donaldson he promptly 
sent an ofiScer with an attachment after 
Davis. , 

A Blorni In Gothnm. 

Nkw Youk, Aug. 21 — A cyclonic storm 
struck this city just before midnight. The 
wind blow a gale, and the rain fell in tor- 
rents all night. The storm was by far tho 
most severe that has ever been seen in this 
city. 

TroDble on a ItritUh Blilp. 

Sak FltAXnsco, Aug. 2-1.— To day British 
Viee Conaul Moore was seen regarding the 
trouble ou the British ship Dunsne. He 
maintains that the sailors are deserters and 
he is powerless to take official action, but 
aa soon as the vessel reaches here he will 
cause an investigation to be made regarding 
the death of the sailor Nelaon and hb burial 
at sea. Vioe-Gonaul Moore speaks highly 
of tho captain of the vessel. It is a fact 
that he is well known in this port, where he 
has the reputation of being kind-hearted 
and a friend of all men who sail before the 
mast. 

The Hrl/<^(l llnylinn Ucpniilic, 

roHTi.ANii, Ore., Aug. 24. — Tho owners 
of tho steamer Haytian Republic are bo- 
oniing weary of her lying idle, and are con- 
sidering tho advisability of giving bonds to 
secure her release. She is held for londing 
Chinamen unlawfully, and should the case 
bo decided in favor of tho steamer, counael 
for the Government proposes to carry the 
case to the Court of Appeals, which would 
tie up the steamer indefinitely. Sho is al- 
ready under $16,000 bonds at Seattle, and 
the owners claim thia should be enough to 
ensure her preaence whenever and wherever 
tho Government might want her ; but tho 
officials hero think dilTorently, and want an 
additional 8m,0(l(J aeeunty.
